In  addition 
its  most  recent  letters  of  suppor 
to  the  BRA,  a  community-wide  peti 
community  members,  and  an  updated 
support  we  have  received  to  date. 
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I.  Development  Team 

After  evaluating  the  qualifications  of  several  leading 
contractors,  ACDC  has  selected  Gilbane  Building  Company  to 
join  the  development  team.   Gilbane  as  one  of  New  England's 
leading  builders  is  fully  qualified  to  undertake  this 
project  with  ACDC.   (See  attached  letter  of  interest  from 
Gilbane).   ACDC  is  confident  that  the  selection  of  Gilbane 
will  further  enhance  the  strength  of  its  development  team. 

ACDC  also  reviewed  the  credentials  of  several 
management  companies  and  has  selected  Greater  Boston 
Community  Development  (GBCD)  Property  Management  Company  to 
be  the  management  agent  for  Parcel  R3/R3A.   GBCD  has  an 
excellent  track  record  in  the  management  of  large,  urban 
mixed  income  and  family/elderly  housing  developments.  The 
continued  involvement  of  GBCD  as  property  managers  is  an 
important  way  for  GBCD  to  maintain  its  long-term  commitment 
to  the  Parcel  R3-R3A  development.  In  addition,  GBCD  shares 
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the  commitment  of  ACDC  to  develop  community  and  tenant  management 
skills  and  capacity  and  will  maximize  all  opportunities  to  ensure 
community  control  and  participation  in  management  decisions, 
(See  attached  letter  of  interest  from  GBCD). 

II.  Community  Space 

In  responding  to  the  BRA ' s  Request  for  Proposal,  ACDC 
allocated  30,800  square  feet  of  community  space  for  the  South 
Cove  YMCA.   ACDC  reasserts  its  strong  commitment  to  providing  a 
first-class,  affordable  space  to  the  YMCA  and  will  continue  to 
work  with  the  BRA  and  all  interested  parties  to  insure  the 
project's  financial  feasibility. 

Similarly,  ACDC  has  made  a  commitment  to  meet  the  space 
needs  of  the  Chinatown  Boys  and  Girls  Club  on  Parcel  R3-R3A. 
After  evaluating  the  program  needs  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club, 
ACDC  instructed  its  architects  to  determine  if  additional 
community  space  can  be  accommodated  within  the  existing  design 
without  changes  in  the  overall  massing  or  structure.   By 
rearranging  the  parking  spaces  to  maximize  efficiency,  ACDC  is 
able  to  increase  the  community  space  by  5,000  square  feet  without 
changing  the  gross  square  footage  of  the  development  or  the 
overall  cost  of  the  project.   ACDC  is  now  offering  this  5,000  sq. 
ft.  of  community  space  to  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club.  (See  attached 
architectural  drawing).   ACDC's  commitment  to  the  Boys  and  Girls 
Club  is  the  same  as  its  commitment  to  the  YMCA,  that  is,  to  make 
the  project  financially  feasible  so  that  vital  recreational 
services  for  the  youth  in  Chinatown  can  be  maintained. 

While  ACDC  recognizes  the  great  need  for  social  service 
space  in  the  Chinatown  community,  ACDC  firmly  believes  that  the 
development  of  a  single  site  can  not  be  expected  to  fulfill  all 
community  needs  especially  in  light  of  the  great  demand  for 
housing  development.   An  organizational  mission  of  ACDC  is  to  be 
an  active  participant  in  the  implementation  of  the  Chinatown 
Community  Plan  and  ACDC  will  work  closely  with  the  Chinatown- 
South  Cove  Neighborhood  Council  to  plan  for  the  future  needs  of 
the  community-at-large . 

III .  Parking 

The  rearrangement  of  parking  spaces  will  also  allow  an 

increase  in  the  number  of  parking  spaces  from  174  to  179  cars. 

This  increase  will  be  allocated  for  community  use.   (See  attached 
architectural  drawing). 
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ACDC  architects  have  conducted  preliminary  studies  of 
subsoil  conditions  under  Parcel  R3-R3A.   By  placing  the  parking 
structure  20  feet  below  grade  without  costly  pile  foundations, 
ACDC ' s  design  approach  may  be  a  more  cost  effective  structural 
system  for  these  soil  conditions.   (See  attached  letter  from 
Dennis  Carlsberg). 

IV.   Community  Support 

In  an  ongoing  effort  to  involve  the  community-at-large  in 
ACDC  and  the  development  of  Parcel  R3-R3A  and  other  community 
development  issues,  ACDC  staff  members  and  Board  of  Directors 
have  conducted  presentations  before  11  ESL  classes  at  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council,  staffed  a  table  at  the  August  Moon 
Festival,  circulated  a  community-wide  petition  and  prepared 
informational  materials  including  a  bilingual  organizational 
brochure  and  community  fact  sheet.   ACDC  recently  received  a 
grant  of  $26,000  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development  (EOCD)  to  support  its  organizational  development 
efforts.   (See  attached  letter  from  EOCD). 

ACDC  is  very  pleased  with  the  level  of  community 
support  received  to  date.  The  institutions  and  individuals 
supporting  ACDC  are   varied  and  extensive.   ACDC  has  received  the 
endorsement  of  Congressmen  Joe  Moakley  and  Joseph  Kennedy  and 
City  Councilors  James  Kelly,  Bruce  Boiling  and  Rosaria  Salerno. 
Community  organizations  including  the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council,  South  Cove  Health  Center,  and  Boston  Chinese  Youth 
Essential  Services  have  endorsed  ACDC ' s  proposal.  Other 
institutions  such  as  the  Boston  Building  Trades  Council  and  the 
Don  Bosco  High  School  have  lent  their  support.  (See  attached 
letters ) . 

ACDC  is  proud  to  announce  that  we  have  recently  received  the 
support  of  the  Boston  Chinese  Evangelical  Church,  an  important 
community  institution  and  direct  abutter  to  the  Parcel  R3-R3A 
site.   After  careful  review  of  ACDC's  proposal  and  several 
discussions  with  ACDC  staff  members,  the  Boston  Chinese 
Evangelical  Church  voted  its  past  Deacons'  meeting  to  endorse 
ACDC  as  the  designated  developer  for  Parcel  R3-R3A. 

In  the  past  few  weeks,  over  840   members  of  the  Asian 
community  and  other  concerned  individuals  have  signed  a  petition 
supporting  ACDC. 
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ACDC  is  also  pleased  to  report  the  addition  of  five  new 
Board  of  Directors  members;  Ms.  Mary  Soo  Hoo,  Ms.  Dorothy  Wong, 
Mr.  Fonton  Wing,  Mr.  Stanley  Wong  and  Ms.  Carol  Thomas.  Except 
for  Ms.  Thomas,  the  other  new  members  are  all  long-time  residents 
of  Chinatown;  Ms.  Thomas  is  a  resident  of  Tremont-on-the-Common . 
We  welcome  our  new  Board  members  and  look  forward  to  their  active 
participation . 

Thank  you  for  considering  these  revisions  to  the  ACDC 
proposal .

Dear  Ron: 

In  light  of  continuing  discussions  over  design  approaches  to  site 
R3/R3A  we  would  like  to  make  clear  our  approach  to  the  structural 
aspects  of  the  design.  Our  intention  is  to  take  advantage  of  the 
subsoil  conditions  to  support  the  structure  by  the  most  cost 
effective  means  possible. 

We  have  been  working  with  Haley  and  Aldrich,  Boston's  leading 
soils  engineers  to  determine  what  the  soil  conditions  are  likely 
to  be  at  the  site;  and  Boston's  leading  structural  engineers  to 
determine  the  most  economical  structural  system  for  these  soil 
conditions.  The  best  information  we  have  available  now  indicates 
there  is  approximately  twenty  feet  of  fill  underlain  with  an 
impermeable  layer  of  hard  clay.  Under  the  crust  of  hard  clay 
(appearing  to  be  10  feet  thick)  is  a  deep  and  pregressively 
I  softer  layer  of  Boston  blue  clay  which  extends  to  glacial  till 
and  rock  110  feet  below  the  ground  surface.  The  data  indicates 
this  fill  consists  primarily  of  undesirable  soft  and  organic 
materials.  The  ground  water  level  appears  to  be  about  ten  feet 
below  grade.  Old  Boston  Neck  -  the  neck  of  land  connecting 
Boston  with  the  mainland  until  the  19th  century  was  located 
immediately  to  the  west  of  parcel  R3/R3A. 

Our  approach  to  the  structural  design  is  take  advantage  of  the 
hard  clay  layer  to  support  the  buildings  and  to  prevent  excessive 
site  drainage  problems  during  construction.  After  driving  sheet 
piles  into  the  clay  the  undesirable  fill  will  be  removed.  We  will 
excavate  a  quantity  of  earth  equal  to  the  weight  of  each 
structure  so  as  not  to  change  the  loading  of  the  deep  clay. 
Preliminary  calculations  show  the  weight  of  each  tower  is 
approximately  equal  to  20  feet  of  fill  with  the  same  footprint. 
The  soil  conditions  and  structural  system  will  allow  the 
buildings  to  bear  on  a  mat  foundation  20  feet  below  grade  rather 
than  piles  of  driven  to  bedrock,  approximately  110  feet  below 
grade. 

The  extreme  cost  and  disruption  from  driving  long  piles  in  this 
dense  urban  setting  is  orders  of  magnitude  greater  than  building 
a  simple  mat  foundation.  The  difference  is  so  great  that  it  may 
prove  erroneous  that  a  parking  structure  only  10  feet  below  grade 
will  be  cheaper  than  one  20  feet  below  grade,  even  taking  into 
'       account  the  cost  of  waterproofing  required  where  the  building

extends  below  the  ground  water  level.  By  excavating  to  a  point 
where  the  weight  of  the  soil  removed  is  equal  to  the  weight  of 
the  buildings,  we  avoid  costly  pile  foundations. 

Our  response  to  the  subsoils  will  take  advantage  of  the 
conditions  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.  This  proposal  is  our 
general  approach  to  the  design.  This  approach  will  be  modified 
and  fine  tuned  after  extensive  subsurface  exploration  has  taken 
place  on  the  site  itself.

Cost-Ef f ective  Owner  Services 

GBCD  provides  a  full  range  of  financial  management  services  to 
property  owners,  including  budget  preparation,  monthly  financial 
reports  comparing  budget  to  actual  results,  and  cash  management  to 
maximize  benefits  of  surplus  cash.   GBCD  also  fulfills  reporting 
requirements  of  various  regulatory  authorities  and  agencies,  such 
as  HUD  and  MHFA,  and  coordinates  annual  audits  of  project  books  by 
independent  accountants.   The  corporation  also  handles  the  filing 
of  local,  state,  and  federal  tax  returns  for  each  property  managed. 

GBCD  as  Property  Management  Consultant 

A  Lasting  Commitment 

Among  those  who  have  sought  GBCD's  advice  on  improving  their 
management  operations  are  former  development  clients  of  the 
corporation. 

One  such  group  is  Tenants'  Development  Corporation  (TDC).   TDC 
was  the  first  community-based  group  to  hire  GBCD  as  a  housing 
development  consultant  in  1969.   The  initial  effort  --  South  End 
Tenants'  Houses  I  --  created  100  units  of  low-income  family 
housing;  a  second  development  phase  produced  another  185  units  of 
affordable  family  housing. 

Those  early  rehabilitation  projects  were  only  the  beginning  of 
a  working  relationship  that  has  endured  over  many  years.   TDC 
subsequently  retained  GBCD  to  help  establish  the  group's  nonprofit 
management  corporation.   Several  years  later,  GBCD  helped  TDC 
obtain  additional  rental  subsidies  to  cover  rising  operating  costs. 

In  1984,  GBCD's  commitment  to  TDC  and  its  housing  continued. 
TDC  selected  GBCD  to  assist  in  the  group's  efforts  to  further 
enhance  its  management  capacity.   For  GBCD,  working  again  with  TDC 
provided  a  renewed  opportunity  to  help  to  insure  the  future  success 
of  South  End  Tenants'  Houses.   The  corporation  is  committed  to 
preserving  those  properties  as  decent  and  affordable  housing  for 
low-income  families,  as  it  is  on  each  development  it  helps  to 
create,  for  many  years  to  come. 
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An  early  test  of  GBCD's  marketing  and  resident  selection 
skills  occurred  at  Back  of  the  Hill  Apartments  in  Jamaica  Plain, 
Mass.   In  addition  to  housing  elderly  and  handicapped  persons,  the 
building  serves  a  special  segment  of  the  city's  handicapped 
population:   lower  income  families  who  have  one  or  more  handicapped 
members.   Designed  with  an  unusually  large  number  of  three-bedroom 
units  for  the  handicapped,  Back  of  the  Hill  is  a  rare  resource  for 
this  otherwise  underserved  constituency. 

Given  the  large  number  of  such  units  at  Back  of  the  Hill,  and 
the  unique  complexity  of  the  larger  family  units,  GBCD  began  tenant 
outreach  plans  for  this  building  a  full  year  before  expected 
occupancy.   Together  with  the  sponsor.  Back  of  the  Hill  Community 
Development  Association,  Inc.,  GBCD  worked  intensively  with  area 
social  service  agencies,  such  as  the  Boston  Center  for  Independent 
Living,  to  locate  lower  income  families  in  need  of 

wheelchair-accessible  units,  and  to  insure  the  smooth  transition  of 
all  handicapped  tenants  to  their  new  and  unique  living  environment. 

Today,  Back  of  the  Hill  provides  125  units  of  affordable 
housing  to  its  elderly  and  handicapped  population.   Six  of  those 
units  are  meeting  the  special  needs  of  families  with  handicapped 
members . 

Tent  City,  a  269  unit  development  that  has  become  a  new 
neighborhood  landmark  in  the  heart  of  Boston,  is  one  of  GBCD's  more 
recent  challenges.   Completed  in  1988,  Tent  City  contains  176  units 
in  an  elevated  mid-rise  building  and  93  flats  or  duplexes  in 
townhouse  style  buildings.   Tent  City  was  "born"  in  1968  when  a 
diverse  group  of  South  End  residents  set  up  tents  on  an  overgrown 
parking  lot  in  a  dramatic  protest  against  the  City  of  Boston's 
failure  to  replace  dozens  of  brick  townhouses  it  had  demolished 
under  Urban  Renewal.   Nineteen  years,  $38,000,000  and  countless 
meetings  and  demonstrations  later,  the  original  Tent  City  vision  of 
recreating  a  community  integrated  by  race  and  income  has  become  a 
reality.   The  overgrown  parking  lot  has  been  replaced  by  a 
handsome,  brick,  bay-windowed  development  of  residential  and  retail 
space. 

GBCD  worked  long  and  hard  with  a  very  active  community  based 
owner  group  to  establish  a  multi-tiered  rent  structure  to  achieve 
the  greatest  level  of  af fordabi lity .   In  addition,  GBCD  undertook 
extensive  planning  to  successfully  accommodate  the  more  than  6,000 
low  and  moderate  income  applicants  for  Tent  City.   These  efforts 
resulted  in  applicants  feeling  respected  and  responded  to  despite 
such  a  large  volume.   GBCD  then  had  the  additional  challenge  of 
selecting,  from  this  very  large  pool,  200  residents  consistent  with 
the  criterial  of  the  owners,  the  lending  institutions  and 
affirmative  fair  housing  and  marketing  requirements.   In  addition, 
GBCD  successfully  marketed  the  69  market  rate  apartments  at  the 
same  time. 
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On-site  Teams  That  Communicate 

Crossing  the  threshold  into  a  new  home  is  an  exciting  and 
uncertain  experience.   GBCD  senior  property  management  staff  hire 
experienced  on-site  teams  long  before  the  date  of  occupancy,  to 
ensure  a  smooth  transition  for  incoming  residents.   Each  team, 
composed  of  an  on-site  manager  and  superintendent,  creates  a 
friendly,  secure  atmosphere  that  enhances  harmony  among  residents 
and  leads  to  a  happy  living  environment. 

The  on-site  manager  assumes  overall  administrative 
responsibility  for  the  property.   The  manger  continually 
communicates  with  residents,  through  personal  contact  and  through 
the  newsletter.   This  monthly  publication,  written  and  produced  on 
site,  announces  activities  sponsored  by  neighborhood  organizations 
and  includes  articles  about  residents  and  in-house  events  organized 
through  the  combined  efforts  of  tenants  and  GBCD  staff 


Social  services  play  a  vital  role  in  each  GBCD-managed 
development.   The  on-site  staff  works  closely  with  tenants  in  the 
form  of  tenants'  associations,  and  these  groups  sponsor  a  number  of 
recreational  activities. 

Arts  and  crafts  classes,  weekly  bingo,  day  trips,  special 
holiday  parties,  and  crafts  fairs  are  regularly  scheduled  events  at 
most  of  GBCD's  developments  housing  those  over  the  age  of  62. 

A  baseball  cap  sale  at  Uxbridge/Millville  Regional  Housing 
earned  the  tenants'  association  enough  money  to  buy  a  pool  table. 
Faced  with  the  problem  of  where  to  locate  the  new  purchase,  GBCD's 
on-site  manager  converted  an  unused  basement  storage  area  into  a 
"pool  hall",  which  is  the  site  of  a  weekly  tournament  with  another 
elderly  development. 

In  recent  years,  gardens  have  flourished  at  several 
locations.   At  St.  Stephen's,  a  resident-run  greenhouse  supplies 
seedlings  for  the  building's  outdoor  gardens.   At  Plantation  and 
Woodbourne,  residents  have  participated  in  vegetable  gardening  for 
several  years  now. 

Each  on-site  manager  also  works  closely  with  nearby  social 
service  agencies  to  bring  programs  such  as  hot  lunch,  Meals-on- 
Wheels,  homemakers  and  Visiting  Nurses  into  the  building.

GBCD  PROPERTY  MANAGEMENT  RESUME 


As  a  development's  construction  is  nearing  completing,  an 
entirely  new  challenge  is  only  beginning  --  that  of  turning  the  new 
and  vacant  housing  into  "home".   When  a  sponsor  requests  that  GBCD 
manage  a  property,  the  corporation  and  the  sponsor  plan  for 
management  while  development  and  construction  are  still  in 
progress.   This  detailed  preparation  results  in  housing  which 
responds  to  residents'  needs  and  enables  them  to  settle  in  quickly 
and  comfortably. 

An  Expanding  Portfolio 

The  success  of  GBCD's  property  management  operation  is 
evidenced  by  its  growth:   at  1,926  units,  it  has  grown  to  over  10 
times  its  original  size.   GBCD's  varied  portfolio  includes 
developments  in  urban,  suburban  and  rural  settings  with  a  mixture 
of  family,  elderly,  single  room  occupancy  (SRO's)  and  commercial 
tenants. GBCD  provides  property  management  services  in  two  main 
areas: 

(1)  As  a  full  service  management  agent  with  complete 
day-to-day  operating  responsibility  for  a  property, 
including : 

--  marketing  and  resident  selection 
--  on-site  administrative  and  maintenance  services 
--  social  services 

--  financial  and  government  subsidy  program 
management 

(2)  As  a  property  management  consultant,  advising 
community-based  owners  of  government-assisted  housing  on 
alternative  ways  to  strengthen  their  own  management 
operations. 

GBCD  as  Full  Service  Management  Agent 

The  Mechanics  of  Human  Service 

Putting  together  a  building's  population  involves  two  crucial 
processes:   marketing  and  resident  selection.   For  each  project, 
GBCD  designs  marketing  and  resident  selection  procedures  which 
reach  out  to  people  with  the  greatest  need,  and  balance 
neighborhood  housing  goals,  state  and  federal  affirmative  marketing 
requirements  and  the  objectives  of  the  sponsoring  organization.
